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It will thuB be seen that 41,610 patiente have been 
treated during the past year; 23,683 at the Central Office, 
while 17,927 were visited at their homes by the district 
physicians. 

This is the largest number ever treated by the Dispensary 
during any one year, and, with one exception, it exceeds 
the number cared for by any other similar institution in the 
country, Tho New York Dispensary, with 42,581 patients, 
bad 1,399 cases of vaccination. 

There has been no remarkable increase of numbers at the 
Central Office during the year ; but in the districts there 
have been about 4,000 more applicants prescribed for than 
during the year ending in October, 1874. 

This increase was most marked during the inclement 
months of winter, and may be ascribed to the intense cold 
and the want of employment caused by the general depres- 
sion of business. 

Applicants for medical aid are seldom refused, although a 
discretionary power lies with the attendant physician or 
surgeon. 

It is thought that the charity should be liberally dispensed 
rather than that a few meritorious cases should be denied. 
This has been the policy of the Institution since its estab- 
lishment in 1796 ; though there have been various plans 
proposed from time to time for charging a small fee for 
medical advice and medicine, the way for such a change 
has not thus far been made clear ; we doubt whether it can 
be done with advantage. 

The amount expended for drugs is large, much larger 
than we wish it were ; but it must be remembered that we 
have to deal with a class of people who are not satisfied with 
a mere expectant treatment ; with them the moral effect of a 
dose of medicine is very great, — particularly when very 
decided as to taste and quantity, — much greater at times 
than its physical effect. 
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As an adjunct to medical treatment we woold call atten- 
tion to the " Diet Kitchen " lately established by a number 
of benevolent and public-spirited ladies. 

Dr. Hoskius, the Superintendent, m his last report to the 
managers, says : — 

" The Diet Kitchen is located in Wall street, and was established 

through the inatrnmeutality of kiiid-hearl«d ladies. The contributions 
of a generous public have provided for the siek poor a great variety of 
properiy prepa.red and nutritious food. This haa always been ready to 
be dispensed upon the order of the Dispensary physician. 

"The relief thus rendered has often been of incalculable value. 
Properly prepared food is often the great desideratum in the' practice 
of the physician. The poor are frequently not able to purchase Gie 
food necessary for their sustenance when sick, or to have it prepared 
properly when purchased. The Diet Kitchen furnishes at once tlie 
means to administer to such people what is of more service than 
drugs," 

By the act of incorporation and early usage only medical 
and surgical aid were furnished by the Dispensary ; but Mr. 
Benjamin Dearborn, in his will dated 1832, makes the fol- 
lowing provision : — 

" The managers shall pursue such course with the proceeds as in 
their judgment shall appear best calculated to promote the comfort of 
suffering applicants for food, fuel, clothing, medical assistance, or any 
other kind of relief." 

As Mr. Dearborn was much the largest contributor to the 
Dispensary, and a great portion of its funds are derived from 
him, the managers obtained an additional act of inoorpora- 
lion which enables them to use this income in ministering to 
the physical wants of the sick poor as well as to their 
medical treatment. 

The act is dated January 30, 1852, and is as follows : — 

" Be it enacted that the Boston Dispensary be and hereby is author- 
ized and allowed to make pnrchaseB and receive grants and donations. 
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of real and personal estate*, and to apply the prooeeda thereof in snch 
manner as in the judgment of the managers of said Dispensaiy shall 
appear hest calculated to promote the comtort of suffering applicants 
for food, fuel, clotliing, medical a.ssistauce, or any otiier Idnd of relief." 

Another enterprise supplemental to the Dispensary, the 
Superintendent describes as follows : — 

"The Children's Scaahore Home, located at Beverly Fwins, was 
established for the purpose of affording the benefits of sea-air, proper 
food, and good medical care to those poor children met with in Dispen- 
sary practice, whose lives are endangered by those diseases incident to 
the hot weather in a crowded city, and who are likely to be helped by 
a short residence at the seaside. 

" Through the instnuuentality of this worthy charity many a poor 
child living in the dark and filtliy abodes of the city, suffering, and 
perhaps dying for the wont of free tdi oad sunshine, was removed to the 
country and saved." 

He adds : — 

•' In clo^ng my report I cannot refr^ from agidn urging the great 
necessity of a new building to meet the wants and pressing denuada 
made upon the Institution. 

t " The present structure is too small, and ill adapted in various ways 
to tlie purpose to which it is devoted. 

*' The rooms, even with the present arrangement, are often filled to 
overflowing with patients. As Hie numbers increase, Uiis difficulty 
must be still further felt. 

" The ventilation is defective, and the rooms thus overcrowded can- 
not be properly provided with fresh air. The heating arrangements 
are inadequate, and there is no provision for the supply of hut water 
which is daily needed for various uses. 

"The physicians who give their valuable services to the sick are 
thus obliged to sit for several hours in an atmosphere twited with foul 
odors, and devoid of all vitality. When to this is added the sensation 
of cold, the annoyance is extreme." 

When we consider that the average daily attendance at 
the Central Office during the past year was 167, and that on 
one occasion it reached 28d, and further that the applicants 
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are often accompanied by one or more Mends, we can real- 
ize tilie inconvenience to which both physicians and patients 
are subjected. A visit to the premises during the hours of 
service will he more convincing than anything we can say in 
this report. 

We would call tJie attention of the public to the state of 
our dances. 

The whole income of the Dispensary for the financial year 
ending in October last was $8,320.00. 

The whole outlay during the same period was $11,460.34, 
leaving a deficit of $3,140.34. 

Our list of annual contributors has fallen off, from death 
and otherwise, so that in 1874 they numbered but seventy, 
and the whole sum contributed by them was $375.00. 

During the year ending October 1, 1875, there were 
eixty-one contributors, who added but $325.00 to the annual 
receipts. It is true a legacy of $2,000.00 was received from 
a lady friend of the Institution ; but this sum the managers 
will hesitate to use for current e^enses, deeming it their 
duty to place it, so far as they can do so, with their invested 
funds.

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ACT OP INOOKPOEATION. 



An Act to iaeorporatt Sctvmtl FWrktr and otheri into a Soatty, by ikt noma 

of tht BOSTOH DiSFENSARI. 

Whereas certain persoiiB did, in the year 1796, associate and 
establish a charitable Institution in the totrn of Boston, for the 
purpose of affording medical advice and relief to the sick poor 
of said town, under the name of the Boston Dispensary; and 
whereas said Institution has been of general and essential service 
to such persons as are not of ability to procure medical advice 
and aid for themselves, and the Managers of said Dispensary have 
represented to this Court the difficulties under which they labor for 
vaut of an incorporation, and have petitioned for an Act remedial 
of those di£Qculties ; and inasmuch as the intentions of said per- 
sons appear to be desen-ing of encouragement : — 

Seotios 1. — Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same. That the Hev. Samuel Parker, Samuel 
Stillman, and Samuel West, Doctors in Divinity ; William Tudor, 
John Andrews, Thomas Davis, Stephen Gorham, and Samuel 
Dunn, Esquires; Jonathan Amory, jun., Thomas Brewer, and 
Benjamin Bussej, Merchants; and Nathaniel Smith, Physician 
(all of said Boston], — the Managers of said charitable Institu- 
tion, — together with their associates, be, and they hereby are, 
incorporated and made a body politic for the purposes aforesaid, 
by the name of the Boston Dispensary ; and that they, their 
associates, and successors, have perpetual succession by the said 
name, and have power to make By-laws for the preservation and 
advancement of said Institution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
Commonwealth.

Sect. 2. — Be it farther enacted, That the said Boston Die- 
pensaiy be, and it is hereby, authorized and empowered to make, 
appoint, and have a common seal ; and is hereby made liable to 
be sued, and enabled to sue and defend, in its corporate capacity, 
in any of the Courts of Keeoi'd of this Commonwealth ; and is 
hereby licensed and empowered to make purchases, and to receive 
grants and donations of real and personal estates, and to hold 
the same, for the charitable purposes aforesaid ; provided the 
rents and profits of the real estate, together with the interest of 
the persona! estate, shall not exceed the sum of five thousaud 
dollars ; and to manage and dispose of such estates as to the said 
corporation shall appear fit. 

Sect. 3. — Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That the contributors to said Institution shall meet at BostoD on 
the second Thursday in October annually, for the purpose of 
electing by ballot twelve Managers and a Treasurer ; public 
notice of the time and place of holding such meeting being given 
once at least in two of the newspapers published in said town, 
seven days before the day of meeting ; and votes may at all 
elections be given either in person or by proxy. 

Sect. 4. — Be it further enacted, That the business of said 
Managers shall be to appoint the Physicians, Surgeons, and 
Apothecary of said Dispensary ; to provide medicines for the 
patients recommended by the contributors ; and to regulate all 
affairs relative to the Institution ; any three of vrhom shall consti- 
tute a quorum. And all instruments which the said Managers 
shall lawfully make and execute shall, when signed by their Chair- 
man, Treasurer, or Secretary, and sealed with their common seal, 
bind the said corporation, and be valid in law. 

Sect. 5. — And be it further enacted. That the Bev. Samuel 
Pai'ker be, and hereby is, authorized, by public notice in two of 
the Boston newspapers, to call the first meeting of said contrib- 
ijtora, at such time and place as he shall judge proper ; at which 
meeting the said corporation shall have all the power vested in 
them at their stated annual meetings in October ; but the officers 
then chosen shall not continue in office longer than the next 
meeting iu October, unless elected anew.

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ADDITIONAL ACT, 1852. 
la At Ttar 18jS, an Act conitming iht Boiion DUpttuary. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of KepresentatiTes in 
General Conrt assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows ; — 

Sectiok 1. — That the Boston Dispensary be, and hereby is, 
authorized and allowed to mate purchases, and receive grants 
and donations, of real and personal estates, and to apply the pro- 
ceeds thereof in such manner as in the Judgment of the Man- 
agers of said Dispensary shall appear best calculated to promote 
the comfort of suffering applicants for food, fbel, clothing, med- 
ical assistance, or any other kind of relief; provided that the 
annual income of the said real and personal estate shall not 
exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, in addition to income of 
the property which said Dispensary was authorized to hold by 
their Act of Incorporation. 

[Approved by the Governor, Jan. 30, 1852.] 



ADDITIONAL ACT, 1859. 
An Aet in addition to iht Aeti rdaiiag to the Bo*toa Ditpentary. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 

Sectioh 1. — In addition to the eidsting numbers of the corpor- 
ation of the Boston Dispensary, the present and fliture Man- 
agers, Treasurers, and Secretaries shall be and become members, 
with all the rights of corporators. 

Sect. 2. — Said corporation may take and hold real and per- 
. sonal estate to an amount in value not exceeding double that 
authorized by the Acts passed Feb. 26, in the year 1801, and 
Jan. 30, in the year 1852. 

[ApproTed by the Governor, Feb. 15, 1859.] 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOSTON DISPENSARY. 



Chapter I, — 

Article 1. — A Board, consisting of Twelve Managers 
and a Treasurer, shall 6e annually elected, on the second 
Thursday of October, by a majority of the members of the 
corporation present at the meeting ; and votes may at all 
elections be given either in person or by proxy. 

Art.' 2. — The Board shall meet for organizatiou on the 
Monday next succeeding their election, and also quarterly, on 
the second Thursday of January, April, July and October. 
Special meetings may be held at any time, on the requisition 
of the Chairman or of any two Managers. 

Art. 3. — Three Managers shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. The Board of Managers shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring in their own body dur- 
ing the year. 

Art. 4. — Their duty shall be to provide medical attend- 
ance and medicines for the sick poor, and to manage and 
regulate all aJbirs of the Institution. They shall annually 
appoint a Superintendent, and the necessary physicians, sur- 
geons and apothecaries, to the Dispensary; and those 
officers shall he removable any time for what is deemed suf- 
ficient cause by the Managers. 

Art. 5. — At the first meeting of the Managers after the 
annual election they shall elect one of their number as Chair- 
man, and another as Secretary of the Board, who shall also 
be Secretary of the Corporation. They shall also appoint 
an Executive Committee and a Visiting Committee for the 
year.

Art. 5. — The Executive Committee shall cousist of three 
Managers, who shall have the general charge of the avoirs of 
the InstitutioQ duriDg the interval between the regular quar- 
terly meetings of the Board, and shall act iu their behalf. 
They shall also nominate officers of the corporation for the 
succeeding year, and shall fill such vacancies as may occur 
in the various departments of the Dispensary, subject to the 
approval of the Managers at their next meeting. 

Aet. 7. — The Visiting Committee shall consist of two 
Managers, whose term of office shall be one month ; and 
it shall be their duty to visit the office of the Dispensary at 
least twice during the term. They shall keep a minute- 
book, in which they shall enter the time of each visit, with 
such remarks as they may think proper ; which boot sliall 
be produced at every quarterly meeting of the Board. 

Art. 8, — Whenever so inclined, the Managers may visit 
the in-door patients of the Dispensary, with or without the 
physician. 

Art. 9. — The Executive Committee shall have power to 
publish such portions of the reports of the physicians aathey 
may judge expedient. 

Chapter II. — Treasurer and Secretary. 

Article 1. — The Tretwurer shall receive and have the 
custody of all moneys, bonds, notes, deeds, and other securi- 
ties belonging to the corporation, which he shall keep and 
manage, under the direction and control of the Board of 
Managers, or their Committee appointed for the purpose. 
He shall pay no moneys but by order of the Board of Man- 
agers or of the Executive Committee, except for the regular 
salaries of the officers. lie shall make up his accounts to 
the last day of September in eac-h year, and shall exhibit the 
same to the corporation at their annual meeting: 

Art. 2, — The Secretary shall duly notify all meetings of 
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the corporation and of the Managers, and shall keep a dis- 
tinct record of each. 

Chapter III. — Districts. 

District No. 1 comprises East Boston. 

District No. 2 comprises so much of "Ward Two as lies 
north of Hanover street. 

District No. 3 comprises the remainder of Ward Two. 

District No. 4 comprises Wards Three, Four and Six. 

District No. 5 comprises Ward Five and so much of Ward 
Seven in the city proper as lies east of Albany street- 
District No. 6 comprises the remainder of Ward Seven 
lying in the city proper north of and including Oneida street ; 
Ward Eight ; so much of Ward Nine as lies east of Berkeley 
street ; and so much of Ward Ten as lies north of Dover 
street. 

District No. 7 comprises the remainder of Ward Seven 
lying in the city proper ; the remainder of Wards Nine and 
Ten ; and Ward Eleven. 

District No. 8 comprises so much of South Boston as lies 
south of and including Broadway and G streets. 

District No. 9 comprises the remainder of South Boston. 

Chapter IV. — Superiniendent. 

Article 1. — The Superintendent shall be charged with 
the supervision of the Dispensary, in all its depai'tments. 
He shall, with the concurrence of the Executive Committee, 
prescribe the duties of the various officers of the Dispen- 
sary, when such duties are not specifically stated in the By- 
laws. 

Art. 2. — He shall see that the offices and rooms are kept 
in good order ; that the books are carefully and regularly 
kept ; and shall keep an iuventory of all the surgical iustru- 
ments which may be intrusted to Ms care, and shall be 
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-accountable for them. He shall, with theconaent of the 
Executive Committee, incur siich current exiJenses as the 
good of the lustitulion shall require ; ^nd shall report to 
the Managers, at their next stated meeting, the amount and 
objects of the outlay, 

Art. 3., — He shall facilitate as much as possible the busi- 
ness of the physicians in the various departments ; shall 
attend daily at the office ; and, in the absence of any attend- 
ing physician, shall prescribe for patients untO a substitute 
be provided. 

Abt. 4. — He shall present to the Managers a quarterly 
report touching the general condition of the Dispensary ; and 
shall prepare and present to the Board, at their meeting in 
October, an annual report, which shall be a summary of the 
quarterly reports. He shall stale the number of patients 
treated during the year, with any facts of general interest 
relating to the Dispensary. 

Chapteh T. — Attending and District Physicians. 

Abticle 1. — It shall be the duty of the attending physi- 
cians to attend daily at the office of the Dispensary, except 
on Sundays and legal holidays ; and to prescribe for all 
patients during their respective hours. 

Art. 2. — A general register shall be kept at the pfSce of 
the Dispensary, iu which it shall be the duty of the physi- 
cians to enter, iu separate columns ruled for the purpose, 
the name, age, residence, place of birth, disease, and 
atteudtug physician of each patient. 

Art, 3. — When any important operation is to be per- 
formed upon a patient of the Dispensary, one or more of the 
consulting or attending surgeons shall be called in consulta- 
tion ; and no operation shall be performed on any such 
patient, uuless by a physician or surgeon of the Institution. 

Art. 4. — Each of the districts shall be placed under the 
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charge of ooe of the district physicians ; and patients unable 
to attend at the office of the Dispensary ahall be regularly 
visited at their respective places of abode, as often as their 
ca^es shall require, by the physician in whose district they 
reside. 

Art, 5. — A register for district patients, similar to that 
of out-door patients, shall be kept by the district physicians ; 
and a monthly report thereof shall be made to the Superin' 
tendent. 

Art. 6. — No physician holding office in the Dispensary 
shall resign the same, without giving at least one mouth's 
notice to the Managers. 

Art. 7. — Each physician inust reside within the district 
he has in charge, unless with permission from the Executive 
Committee to the contrary j and shall promptly notify the 
Superintendent iu case of a change of residence. 

Art. 8. — The district physicians shall have the privilege 
of visiting the office of the Dispensary at all times ; and 
shall, at the request of the Superintendent, attend and per- 
form service, whenever such service is required by the num- 
ber of patients, or by the absence of auy attendiug physi- 
cian. 

Art. 9. — It shall be' the duty of physicians to give par- 
ticularly plain directions for using such mediciues as they 
may prescribe. As far as practicable, they are requested to 
use the formulte contained in the list of prescriptions which 
have been prepared for the use of the Dispensary. 

Art. 10, — Should indisposition or other cause prevent a 
physician from attending to his duties, he shall immediately 
report the same to the Superintendent, who shall appoint 
temporarily some physician to take chaise of the vacant dis- 
trict, and report the same to the Executive Committee. 

Art. 11. — In case of emergency, where the physician 
in whose district such case may occur cannot be found, it 
shall be the duty of auy physician of this Institution, who 
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may be first met with, to attend to the patient for whom the 
succor is sought. 

Art. 12. — The sakries of the Superintendent, district 
physicians and apothecaries shall be determined from time to 
time by the Board of Managers. 

The By-laws may be altered or amended at any legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers, provided that, in the notices 
calling such meeting, it shall have been stated that an alter- 
ation or amendment is to be proposed ; and not otherwiBe. 



REGULATIONS OF THE DISPENSARY. 

Aeticle 1. — The office of the Dispensary shall be kept 
open during such hours as may be designated by the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Abt. 2. — The apothecary shall confine himself to the 
duties of his office, and shall in no case engage in the prac- 
tice of medicine. 

Abt. 3. — All medicines shall, as far as may be practica- 
ble, be purchased by the apothecary in their simple state, 
and be compounded by him. 

Art. 4. — No persons but such aS are necessitous shall be 
deemed objects of this charity. All such shall be attended to 
by the physicians of the Dispeueary, who shall in no case 
receive compensation from Dispensary patients for services 
rendered. 

Art. 5. — Medical students shall have the privilege of 
attending at the office of ,the Dispensary, but shall in no 
case be permitted to prescribe for or operate on any patient. 
The privilege thus granl«d shall be for the space of one 
year ; and may be interdicted at any time by the Executive 
Committee. 

Art. 6. — No smoking of tobacco shall be allowed in any 
of the rooms belonging to the Dispensary. 
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Medical and surgical advice given at the Central Office, 
comer of Asti and Bennet streets, daily, from 9 to 11 A.M.
